Thousdflds of men. many 
of them on horseback, met the 
Servative leaders, and it was estimated 
from the start that trouble was brew- 
ing, as Menocal did not qniirely lack 
Supporters among the crowds. 

Men- 
ocal and demanded t@at he give up his 
pistol, which he pres@med to carry. As 
he had a license t carry a pistol, 
which he showed, he refused be 
searched, and after jthe procession to 
the hal! had formed,} it was made the 
object of attacks o all sides in the 
hope that the meeting would not be 
neld.

For the twenty-four hours ending at

deaths between Thursday noon and 
Friday noon. Thepeople have taken 
heart because of this improvement, 
notwithstanding the fact that since the 
beginning of the epidemic, the cases 
multiplied at an alarming rate, and 
health officials have been encouraged 
because of the comparatively low death 
rate. In 1892, when the cholera car- 
ried off thousands in Russia, the’ death 
rate reached fifty per cent. The death 
rate in the present epidemic has been 
between 30 ang 35 per cent. 

Difficulty has been experienced in 
dealing with the workmen of St. Pe- 
tersburg, who, with their families, ¢om- 
prise three-fifths of the population, 
and who are both unable and unwil- 
ling to comply with the sanitary pre- 
cautions. 
orders and the superstition of, alt 
classes greatly increases the difficulty 
of ‘the sittation. During the early 
stages of the epidemic, few could be 
prevailed upon to undergo preventive 
inoculation, which is provided free of 
charge, but latterly the authorities 
have made inoculation compulsory in 
some quarters of the city., 

Fourteen New Cases a@&t Manila, 

Manila, Septefnber 28.—There were 
fourteen new cases of cholera and 
three deaths reported for the 24 hours 
ended at 8 o'clock this (Monday) morn- 
ing. The entire staffs of the bureau 
of. sciences and ‘of the local medical 
achools have been drafted to fight the 
disease.

The Elder Robert Falton. 


(From The Century.) 

Robert Fulton was born at Little 
Britain, Lancaster county, Pennsylvania, 
November !4. 1765. His biographers 
have called him “a self-made man,” and 
have made but brief reference to his 
parentage. It is noteworthy that his 
father. the senior Robert Fulton, in a 
failure to leave financial patrimony to 
his children has not been accorded the 
mention of other achievements, not 
slight in those primitive days. His an- 
cestors crossed from Scotland to Ire- 
land prior to the time of Cromwell, 
From Kilkenny, Ireland, the Fulton 
family came to America before the year 
1735. The senior mobert Fulton was 
armiong the prominent men of Lancaster, 
his name having been on record upon 
all the town organizations which ex- 
isted at that period. He was a founder 
of the Presbytenian church, the secre- 
tary of the Union Fire Company and a 
charter member of the Juliana library 
of Lancaster, the third library estab- 
lished in the American colonies, 


Standard Oi! Pipe Line Company (the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company) and the 
various rival pipe line companies, all on 
the same terms and under the same 
conditions, the right-of-way across the 
Indian reservation.

Its 
action was precisely like the action 
which it took, for instance, tn proceed- 
ing against the Standard Oi] Company 
in the rebate matter: it did not thus 
proceed because the Standard Of) Com- 
pany was involved, but because rebates 
had been granted. 


The Government Pormit, 


The permit of the national gavern- 
ment, as set forth in the telegram of 
the secretary of the interior to Gov- 
ernor Haskell of April 23 last, was 
merely to cross or use the restricted 
allotments anq tribal property of the 
Indians; it had nothing to do with the 
question with the compliance of the 
laws of the state of Oklahoma, and 
conferred no privilege to é¢ross terri- 
tory in Oklahoma outside of these 
reservations. Governor Haskell refuses 
to permit any proceedings to be taken 
against the Standard Oi! Company, al- 
though this company declines to obey 
the law of Oklahoma. He claims that 
the Standard Oil’s rights were supe- 
rior to the requirements of the Okla- 
homa constitution, for which he was 
himself mainly responsible; he took 
the decision of thig question away 
from the courts, and, against the opin- 
ion of his attorney general, he de- 
cided it in favor of the Standard Oil 
Company.

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LUMBER, GEORGIA’S TRADt& BAROMETER. 


The revival shown in the lumber industry is one of the surest indexes 
of returning prosperity. 

As the lumber market was one of the first to be affected by the recent 
business depression, it now forms a reliable sign post pointing the way to 
business recovery. The lumber industry is to Georgia what the pig iron in- 
dustry is to Alabama and Pennsylvania. It is an unvarying trade barometer. 

A year ago many saw mills in the southern part of Georgia were forced 
to close down. Building operations had ceased, railroad contruction had 
stopped. ‘The downward trend of all lines of business was constantly re- 
tlected by the demoralized lumber trade. , 

When saw mill hands were being laid off and railroad cross-ties were 
being piled up mountain high by the side of the road, it did not require a 
soothsayer to tell that a period of business depression had come. 

Today new buildings are under construction everywhere, new freight cars 
are being built and new lines of railroad are being .projected.

RATE HEARING 
RESUMES TODAY 


Interstate Conimerce Com- 
mission Will Spend Another 
Week Here. 


Beginning this morning at 9 o’clock, 
the interstate commerce commission 
will resume its hearing in the federal 
building on the petition of the south- 
ern grain merchants in opposition to 
the recently increased rates on hay, 
grain, flour and packing house pro- 
ducts which were put into effect on 
August !, restoring them to that level 
at which they stood before the Atlanta 
conference of 1904 between the Atlanta 
business men and the roads. 

The hearing was begun on last Mon- 
day, and has already lasted an entire 
week. It was thought, when begun, it 
would last only four days, but the 
indications are that it will continue 
through all of this week and may run 
into next week. The petitioners have 
rested their case, and the roads are 
now offering witnesses. 

Unless H. F. Smith, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road, who occupied the stand on Thurs- 
day and Friday, is recalled, or T. C. 
Powell, vice president of the South- 
ern, who occupied it on Saturday, is 
returned for examination, Lincoln 
Green, freight traffic manager for the 
Southern, will be placed upon the stand.

It is a mine 
of wealth, white elephant, or 
ship-wreck, according as the 
advertiser deserves, as a 
merchant, of course, to be 
looked at. 

Newspaper nag is a very 
good nag; but she needs the 
right sort of wit in the 
driver. Almost everybody 
is straining after the wrong 
sort of wit. Go back to the 
first advertisement. The 
editor plainly stated the 
man and his want as a mat- 
ter of interest. How far ad- 
vertising of today has fallen 
below the. simple original!

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EPILEPTIC COLONY THAT IS 


BOTH MODERN AND MODEL 


— 


Ilow New Jersey Cares For and Often Cures This Unfor- 
tunate Class of Defectives—The Institution, 
Its Government and Its Cost. 


By Rev. Charles 


Near the sequestered village of Skill- 
N. J.. is a home for epileptics, 
that, while an imitation itself, is being 
taken as a model for similar institu- 
tions in other states. No private mu- 
nificence is adequate to the care and 
protection of citizens of a com- 
monwealth known as defectives such as 
the insane. Of all defectives none have 
been so neglecicd until recent years as 
epileptics. 

Epilepsy dates from 
times. [t was supposed to be a visita- 
tion of the gods, and was called morbus 
Sacer or morbus divus. Hence the an- 
cients looked with religious fear and 
awe upon those so afflicted. Higher 
<«ritics sav that the demonia¢cal posses- 
sion mentioned in the Bible was only 
epilepsy.

greatest men in history 
the eonvulsions s@1Z- 
intervals. Socrates, 
Caesar, Peter the Great, Petrarch and 
Napoleon, at various times exhibited 
all the symptoms of this dread malady. 
The Italian schoo! of psychologists 
teach that genius is probably epi:ep- 
tiform degeneration. Few of us, how- 
ever. will think that Napoleon was a 
igenius because of his epilepsy but 
rather in spite of it. Fewer of us 
would be willing to become epileptic in 
order to prove intellectual, artistic or 
military brilliancy. 

While the ‘falling sickness” has af- 
flicted iumanity since prehistoric 
times, its pathology today is known but 
little better than in the period of Hip- 
pocrates. What it why it Is, its 
cause and its cure, no physician Its yet 
Wise enough to say skillful enough 
prevent. [t is said to be an Increased 
excitability of certain parts of the 
nervous system. This morbid excite- 
ment dynamic rather than physical.

Inherited and Induced. 

While thus absolutely 
known seems to be 
peculiarly a matter of heredity, and is 
induced by debauchery, alcoholism and 
the marriage of blood relatives. It 
may he developed by nervous excite- 
ment, fright. anger, jealousy, other 
Strong emotion. When lago slandered 
Desdemona Othello, the Moor, to 
whom his wife’s purity was dearer than 
life. fell as if stabbed to the heart 
Cassio entering. to him the lying Iago

Epilepsy seems to be almost, if 
Nuite incurable. With all the advanee 
in medicine and surgery. it the 
fraternity in defiance and scorns all 
the remedies of materia medica.

daily. Often the bodily vigor 
seriously impaired. Sad to say, 
mind suffers more than the body.

Some forms of this inscrutable sick- 
mess take the homicidal or suicidal 
tendency. and the v€ctims must be 
restrained from violence to themselves 
Or others. This maniacal ex

form of the disease known as epilep- 
tical vertigo. Herein it 
twredico-legal matter. Instances un- 
expected violence, sometimes resulting 
in murder, on the part of usually quiet 
or inoffensiwe people. may caused 
by this ailment unsuspected by the 
Patient or his friends. ' 

There are physical forms of the dis- 
@ase in which the victim may lose his 
real consciousness and forget who he 
is. He may wander from home and do 
and say things of which he has no rer- 
Ollection when he comes to himself. 
Abnormal dreams and visions may be 
Suggested by epilepsy. Something of 
this sort explains the manifestations 
which developed Mohammed into the 
founder of Islamism. He was an epi- 
leptic. In his seizures he communed 
With Allah, rode on the winged horse 
Borah to Jerusalem, and was there re- 
ceived by the prophets, and thence 
ascended to heaven. 

A Hamane and Intelligent Scheme. 


Until the last few years epileptics 
had but little care from the community. 
They were kept at home, receiving 
treatment from the family physician, 
gent to orphan homes, or if hard to 
manage committed to asylums for the 
insane. Almost absolutely nothing 
Was done to train the ming or the 
hand, and education for self-support 
Was scarcely thought of. The blind 
and the deaf were taught books and 
trades, but the poor epileptic was neg- 
jected, a burden to himself and others. 
In 1872, at Bielefeld, Germany, the first 
intelligent effort was made to segregate 
epileptks and seek to improve their 
condition by rational employment and 
courses of study and training. The 
celebrated pastor, Friederich von Bo- 
delschwingh, if not the founder, took 
charge and carried the experiment to 
@ great success. There are now 1,600 
inmates in the colony, and with the 
Mi:ysicians, teachers and attendants, the 
population of the village is 3,600. Only 
forty-seven out of 6,000 have - been 
turned over to insane asylums. 

The success at Bielefeld caused simi- 
lar institutions to be established else- 
where in Germany, Switzerland, France 
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and England. Several of our ‘common- 
wealths have adopted the humanitarian 
scheme, Ohio led the way at Galli- 
polis in 1693. In 1896 New York found- 
ed the Craig colony at Sonyea. A 
farm of 1t,900 arces was bought, and 
here has been built a miniature state. 
New Jersey has been liberal in provid- 
ing for her defective classes and was 
the fourth to establish its epileptic 
home. After the usual agitation ‘and 
discussion, the legislature of 1896 re- 
sOlveq upon the great enterprise. 


A Beautiful and Model Home. 


Seventeen miles from Trenton, mid- 
way between New York and Phila- 
delphia, the state, by several purchases, 
has become owner of 800 acres of fine 
land. The institution was opened and 
managed for nine years by a wise su- 
perintendent, Dr. Henry M. Weeks. 

He laid the foundations on which 
great success has been built. He out- 
lined the regime which has been fol- 
lowed. and the passing years have 
proved his humanity and skill in the 
treatment of those committed to his 
care. His fame spread, and last year 
he was called by Pennsylvania to su- 
perintend in the Quaker State a similar 
and larger institution. 

If the beauty and heaithfuiness of 
natural surroundings can ameliorate a 
distressing infirmity, the epileptics of 
this home are to be congratulated. The 
site is a lovely valley. The landscape 
stretches before the eves in all direc- 
tions, fields and woods alternate’ in 
gently-rolling curves, watered hy 4a 
murmuring brook and bubbling springs; 
the sun shines bright, the winds blow 
softly. flowers bloom. birds sing; the 
noise. dirt and distractions of the city 
are far distant,

A Colony and Not a Congestion. 


The pioneers at Bielefeld thought it 
unwise to house all their patients in 
one huge building. They proceeded on 
the cottage or colony system. This is 
the method in the New Jersey home 
The sexes are separated, and classifi- 
eation is made on the degree of the 
disease. Those slightly affected are not 
associated with those seriously 
eased. The intelligent are not ass0- 
ciated with the idiotic. ’ 
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| ident; 
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Brick cottages of excellent architec- | 


ture, and with every modern con- 
venience have been erected at consid- 
erable distances from each other, on 
elevated sites where the eve can take in 
vistas, and every wind that 
may fan the air to a pleasant 
temperature. There are groups of 
buildings for men, for women, and for 
children. Each cottage holds from 
twenty to forty patients, is governed 
by a house father or mother, has the 
required number of attendants, and its 
own dining room and kitchen, 1tS san- 
itary appliances, its parlor and reading 
room. Each house is a home, and the 
occupants as far as possible are homo- 
geneous, a family rather than an ag- 
gregation. This system is preferable 
to that of a monstrous building with 
thousands of inmates of all degrees of 
disease or mental trouble. 


Gevernment of the Colony. 


The government is paternal and auto- 
eratic. The medical superintendent 1s 
necessarily czar, but his reign is tem- 
pered with patience, patience, patience. 
No violence ig allowed. Harshness 18 
discounted. Obedience !s required and 
must be had but Kindness wins where 
force fails. Everybody, unless sick in 
bed. works. Industry in the open air 
is the chief medicine. Drugs are 
tabooed. The almost panacea is found 
in sunshine, regularity of habits, and 
systematic and intelligent labor. The 
colonists cook, wash, build roads, and 
do most of the work on the farms, di- 
vided into agricultural, dairy, poultry 
and other departments. Various forms 
industrial education, as basketry, 
carpentry and jron- 
working, are taught. Games and sports 
are encouraged and enjoyed. Nearly 
every cottage has a piano and on the 
sitting room tables are the latest pa- 
pers, magazines and books. Every- 
thing is done “to secure the humane, 
curative, scientific and economical cure 
and treatment of epileptics.” 

Results of the Treatment. 


A social organization is created suit- 
able to the classes interested. 
home, often neg- 
lected and untrained, a heart-breaking 
care to those who love but cannot help 
them, ungoverned because of the pecu- 
jiar character of their malady, ¢x- 
posel to temptation, and sometimes 
innocently vicious or lawless, are 
taken by the strong paternal hand of 
the state, governed firmly, but loving- 
ly, educated as far as possible, re- 
strained from vice and violence by the 
constant presence of attendants. 
atrengthened by open-air employment 
and sports, and assisted to bear the 
weight of that burden of bodily infirm- 
ity which at last will crush out the 
physical life. 

The statistical results are encourag- 
ing. About 10 per cent are cured, 20 
per cent are so improved that they 
return home. 80 per cent are made 
much healthier and happier, and the 
remainder in which no improvement is 
developed are protected from violence 
to themselves and others. In striking 
proof of the value of the colony treat- 
ment, the proportion of deaths in this 
New Jersey village for eplileptics is 
less than in ordinary communities. 


The Cost of the Eauterprizse. 


In addition to the land and the build- 
ings for patients there are homes for 
the officers and attendants, a machine 
shop and industrial plant, a store, a 
power and water plant, and all the 
barns, cattle, horses, implements and 
everything else necessary to run 80 
large an institution and farm. 

Up to date the village hag cost neare 
ly $400,000. There are about 300 in- 
mates. The epileptic population of the 
state ts 3,000. It is estimated that 
$600,000 additional would provide ac- 
commodations for all of the eplleptics 
that could be gathered from the homes 
of the people. This total expenditure 
of $1,000,000 may seem a large amount, 
but it its small compared with the 
necessities of this defective class, with 
the wealth of the state, and with its 
duty to all its helpless children. 

The first superintendent was foru- 
nate in having a son qualified a 
worthy to take his father’s place and 
carry on the plan so well devised from 
the beginning. Dr. Devid Fairchild 
Weeks was elected superintendent in 
December, 1907. His firm hand and 
skiliful management appear on eve: 
side. The beauty of the surroundings, 
the homelikenets o1 the cottages, tix 
carefulness shown for the health, train 
ing and happiness of the patients, are 
very tmpressive. They are in striking 
contrast to the rude ways of out-of- 
date methods in treating defectives 
or to the absolute neglect shown to 
epileptics in other days. We who re- 
joice in health of body and mind shou) 
be glad that so much sunshfne of care 
and love is poured upon our unfortu- 
nate kinsmen who are compelled to 
walk all their days in the chill shad- 
Ows of a disease that has baffled skill 
from the time of Aesculapius, the god 
of medicine.

E BERTILLON SYSTEM 


NEEDED IN GEORGIA PEN 


That the Bertillon system for classify- 
ing convicts and identifying escapes 
should be installed in the Georgia pen- 
itentiary is the earnest belief of Cap- 
tain Goodloe Yancey, secretary of the 
commission. 

The interminable confusion, expense 
and loss caused by the very meager de- 
scriptions of convicts which have hereto- 
fore been taken is probably little known 
to the general public. 

The records kept at the office of the 
prison commission in Atlanta show a 
convict’s name, or at least, the name 
under which he wag sentenced, his age, 
color and sex. 

When a convict escapes and an effort 
Is made to locate him. the meagerness 
of this information is shown to be a 
source of danger to the public. Let a 
convict change h.s name and all hope 
of locating him from any description 
the prison commission could furnish is 
lost. 

Frequently the commission receives a 
wire from police officials of cities out- 
Side of Georgia stating they have a sus- 
pect whom they have reason to believe 
escaped from a Georgia convict camo. 
They report the name which the ‘‘sus- 
pect” gave. If that name, which is 
usually an alias, does not appear upon 
the commission's books, all means of 
locating the prisoner or the camp from 
which he escaped are lost.

No description 
of their physical condition is given and 
the commission is entirely at sea as (to 
where guch prisoner should b sent for 
confinement. The commission once sent 
for an lIl-year-old boy, under the 4s8- 
sumption that he was an_ able-bodied 
convict who could be leased for work in 
a convict camp. 

iin all such cases the state is forced 
to the expense of sending a second 
guard for the prisoner and ordering him 
taken to some other place of detention, 
If the full facts about a prisoner were 
given in the first place, the commission 


would immediately know whether such? 


a prisoner should be sent to the state 
farm or to a convict camp. 

In pleasing contrast to the work of 
some clerks of guperior courts through- 
out the state, Secretary Yancey men- 
tioned Dan Marcus, clerk of the supe- 
rior court of Muscogee county, deolar- 
ing: 

“For years Marcus has been sending 
in the best reports which come to this 
office. They are not only clear and 
complete, but have gone beyond the 
mere outlines which the law prescribes 
and have given information of gregt 
value to the commission. The clerk of the 
superior court of Coweta county is an- 
other.” 

Promises Improvement, 


\l'nder the law recently passed there 
will be some improvement over foriner 
conditions. The law requires that the 
prisoner's crime, term of sentence, age, 
weight, height, physical defects and ap- 
parent physical condition at the time of 
sentence shall be certified to the com- 
mission. 

But the difficulty of 
capes has not been aided by this new 
law. The commission has handled 1(6,- 
000 prisoners during the past ten years 
and it would have been physically im- 
possible to identify any of them during 
that time once they had taken an 4as- 
sumed name. 

The Bertillon system is based upon the 
knowledge that the measurements of 
certain parts of the body are different 
in every individual. Also the system 
makes use of the thumb print identl- 
fication. The impression of the thumb 
never changes. 

The inauguration of this system in 
the Georgia penitentiary would be cost- 
lv, and expert men would be required 
to take the measurements if the system 
was to be made effective. The commis- 
sion believes, however, that it will

HOME-MIXING FOR FERTILIZERS. 


For a good. long time after the com- 
mencement of the era of concentrated 
| fertilizers, farmers bought and used 
| such guanos and raanufactrued 
fertilizers as were offered to them, pay- 
ing little or no regard to their compo- 
sition. Indeeg they did not know any- 
thing about the requirements of par- 
ticular soils and of different crops. 
With them “guano was guano” and the 
prices and certificates of previous users 
and the eloquent arguments of the can- 
Vassing agents were often the only 
guides available to them in deciding 
What to buy. The same guano, or the 
Same brand of manufactured fertilizer,

Many 
of them made and sold but a single 
brand, based on a uniform formula, and 
this was “all. things to all crops.” 
Things have greatly changed of late 
years. The intelligent manufacturer 
now Knows what to make and how to 
make it, in the way of a fertilizer. 
The inteligent farmer knows, or may 
learn if he will, what kind of a fer- 
tilizer is best suited for cotton, or corn, 
0: wheat, tobacco. The experiment 
Stations have come to his assistance 
and taught him that a fertilizer suited 
t corn may not do so well for cotton, 
Or Other crop. Indeed, his own expe- 
rience has taught him not a little in 
regarg to the requirements of the dif- 
ferent crops. The query at once arises: 
“Why not do his own mixing and save 
cost?’ The echo might well be—*Why 
not?’ If he wishes to use a !10-3-3. or 
ar. 8-2-2 fertilizer on his cotton, or a 
10-5-2 on his corn, why not buy the raw 
materials and mix them so as to secure 
the desired proportions? 

The fertilizing materials are 
regular articles of trade. They 
sold on their own merits, or on the 
basis of their content of the plant food 
Cach carries. The experiment stations

What 
is wanted is a heavy aggregate yield 
of grain per acre, measured by weight 
and expressed—for convenience—in 
terms of so many bushels of 32 pounds 
each. If you secure a yield of 3,200 
pounds of clean oats per acre, what 
material difference does it make if the 
3,200 pounds measures up 100 bushels 
of 105 or !l0? The problem is -similar 
to the wheat problem. Sixty pounds !s 
the standard bushel of wheat. If you 
vield of 1.200 pounds of 
clean wheat (20 bushels by 
weight), what matters it if it should 
measure up 22 bushels? In most cases 
the lighter weight per measured bushel 
is due to the fact that the kernels of 
the lighter wheat are larger, or more 
oblong in shape. The fact is that 60

I 
suppose that two or three dollars a ton 
would cover the cost of hauling and 
siiredding the stover. I do not consider 
myself authority on clover culture in 
your section. JI would prefer to clean 
the land of weed seed (grass) and grow 
alfalfa. 

(5) One hundred bushels per acre is 
considered a fair vield of Irish potatoes 
per acre. The itncreased yield of po- 
tatoes would depend to some extent on 
the character and condition of the soll 
and largely, of course, on the amount 
of fertilizer applied. Can’t say, but the 
increased yield, under fair average con- 
ditions, should be worth at least twice 
as much as the cost of the fertilizer 
ang possibly four times as much.
